T H EY B E L IE V E M E E K IS GUILTY 


Based Decision on Belief That He 


Was a Party to the Alleged 


Conspiracy. 


The jurors in the “green 
goods” 
ease returned a 
verdict 
late last 
evening in favor of the 
defendant, 
Stamper White, basing the decision 
on the 
allegation that 
Meek, the 
plaintiff, was one of the conspirators 
in the game to swindle White out of 
liis money. 
They were of the opinion 
that Meek could not have been so 
well acquainted with the secrets of 
the alleged organization had he not 
been a party of them. 
The jury reported in the verdict 
that Meek could not have described 
so minutely the details of the con­ 
spiracy on the witness stand had he 
not obtained information from other 
sources than mere rumor. 
The jury 
did, furthermore, not deem the ser­ 
vices rendered White by Meek worth 
the amount the 
latter 
demanded, 
since he could not prove, to the sa t­ 
isfaction of, the jury, how he was in­ 
strumental in bringing about the re­ 
turn of the last $10,000. 
There is much speculation now as 
to when the case against Daubens- 
peck will come up before the courts 
and what will be done with it. 
The 
case has attracted State wide atten­ 
tion as it is one of the biggest “green 
goods” games ever pulled off in the 
country. 
It is also the first time that 
a detailed account has ever been giv­ 
en how the swindle is conducted. 
It 
is understood that the same game 
has been attempted around Glenwood 
recently, but the parties to whom the 
suggestion was'made were wise and 
would not enter into the scheme. 
Attorneys Judg Forkner of New 
Castle and Douglas 
Morris 
repre­ 
sented the defendant and David Mc­ 
Kee of Connersville and Sam Trabue 
were counsel for the plaintiff in the 
recent case.

YOUNG LADY WAS BURNED 


Painfully Injured in a Gasoline Stove 


Explosion. 


An unusual scene occurred in the 
court room today at the conclusion 
of the Stewart-Mary case. 
For a 
time it looked as if blood would be 
spilled under the eyes of the goddess 
of justice and the floors of her sacred 
temple desecrated. 
Conversation in 
high-pitched voices flew fa st 
and 
thick, open threats were made, an 
accusation of murder made against 
one of the principals and on top of 
all that bedlam, the pitiful cries of a 
young girl resounded above the din 
and commotion. 
It required the in­ 
tervention of attorneys and court of­ 
ficials to stop the altercation. 
Shortly after the jury in the ease 
of the State of Indiana ex rel,| Dora 
F. Stewart vs. Joseph Mary on the 
charge of paternity had returned a 
verdict against the 
plaintiff, Mary 
walked over in front of the father 
of the plaintiff, John Stewart, point­ 
ing his finger at him in a threatening 
manner and sa id: 
“I’ll get even with you, alright. 
I 
will convict you for murder in the 
first degree, because you pushed my 
father-in-law in front of a traction 
car in Shelbyville about three years 
ago and he was run over and killed.” 
But Stewart 
was not 
going to 
stand by and hear himself accused 
of such a foul deed. 
He immediately 
arose to his feet 
and started 
for 
Mary. 
Both shook their fists about 
in the air as if there would be some­ 
thing doing in a very short time. The 
judge upon the bench was growing 
uneasy and the deputy clerk was not 
in the happiest frame of mind. 
E l­ 
mer Bassett of Shelbyville, attorney 
for the plaintiff, was 
the 
first to 
start for the scene of action. 
John 
Joyce, attorney for the 
defendant, 
looked as if he might intervene at 
any minute. 
They had only heard 
something about “killing” and they 
thought that Mary meant he would 
kill Stewart. 
But attorneys, court officials, and 
even the large crowd of bystanders 
were too slow. 
The little eight-year- 
old daughter of Joseph Mary rushed 
between the two angry men at the 
crucial moment, when it seemed that 
it would be impossible to avoid blows. 
She threw her arms about her fa th­ 
er’s neck and cried as if her heart 
would break. 
This stopped the pro­ 
ceedings for a time and the infuri­ 
ated men were led apart and quieted. 
Dora Stewart, the plaintiff, was 
also at her father’s 
side in a very 
short time, pleading with him not to 
strike Mary. The two participants in 
the argument were taken from the 
court room without any further fric­ 
tion. 
It is not known whether the 
charges will be filed against Stewart.

A Few Men With Fighting Blood in 


Their Veins Issued Ultimatum 


on the Negro Question. 


Atlanta, 
Ga„ 
May 26 .—How less 
than 
100 
striking Georgia railroad 
firemen were able to stop practically 
all train sendee in a territory 170 miles 
long and from 
25 to 100 miles wide, 
was the k notty problem into which 
United States Commissioner of Labor 
Neill p lu nged immediately after his 
arrival here. 
As emissary of the national board 
of med itation he faced first the race 
problem, the force behind the strike; 
second, an 
increased wish of many 
persons in this section to have Geor­ 
gians settle this question by arbitra­ 
tion and third, the necessity of mov ing 
the United States mails immediately . 
Within two hours after his 
arriv al 
Mr. Neill was in private conference 
with General Manager 
Scott of the 
Georgia 
railroad with no intimauu« 
as to 
when 
the negotiations 
might 
bring resu lts. 
What a remarkable feat this hand­ 
ful of union firemen accomplished and 
what power was behind them became 
apparent when a considerable section 
of this state was compelled to rely on 
automobiles for passenger, mail and 
ex press service, and when the trans­ 
portation of such necessities of life as 
food dropped b*.ck to the methods of a 
former degree of civilization, namely , 
to wagons and even pack animals. 
The four score firemen alone did not 
produce this situation. It was the com­ 
munities which the railroad served 
that stopped every wheel of the sy s­ 
tem during the past three day s, not 
the officials of these communities, but 
a few men who are said to have fight­ 
ing blood in their veins, who came for­ 
ward and announced that negro fire­ 
men should not be given seniority over 
white firemen. 
From some hidden 
\ 
source of public opinion these men 
have up to now made good this ultima­ 
tum. 
Few of these men were firemen, 
some did not even claim to be acquain­ 
ted with striking firemen. 
They ac­ 
complished the tie-up without serious 
acts of violence, with a few cases of 
throwing stones, which ^>pear to have 
been accomplished as warnings of what 
might happen if the trains continued 
to run. 


DEADLOCK HOLDS 


Hopkins’s Hopes Failed to Materialize 
on Tuesday’s Ballot. 


Springfield, 111., May £ 6 .—The stage 
setting Tuesday 
was perfect for a 
break in the senatorial deadlock, a 
host of politicians, great and small, 
were present, the galleries were crowd­ 
ed and the legislators sat with tense 
faces, ex pectant of the end, but the 
break did not come. Instead of a sud­ 
den shifting of many votes, former 
Senator Hopkins gained two votes, but 
through the absence of Senator Hen­ 
son his total was increased one over 
last Thursday ’s vote o t 8 7, when the 
shift of Foss’s votes was made to 
him. 
Hopkins, with 8 8 votes, led the 
field. 
Of the other Republican candi­ 
dates, Shurtleff received 19 votes, Foss 
dropped to 7 votes and Mason to 2 
votes. Congressman Lorimer, who was 
ex pected to show a burst of strength, 
received the single vote of Senator 
McElvain. 
On the Democratic side 
the usual complimentary vote was 
scattered.

Kanawha District Tied Up When Six 
Thousand Men Went Out. 
Charleston, W. Va., May 26 .—Accord­ 
ing to reports received at the United 
Mine headquarters here, the strike in 
the Kanawha coal field, ordered by 
President 
Ben 
Davis, is practically 
complete in the entire field ex oept on 
Paint creek, where an agreement is 
in force, and a few other places. About 
six thousand men are out. 
The men 
struck because the operators posted 
notices that the long ton would super­ 
sede the short ton in the measurement 
of coal mined.

Cape Haïtien, Haiti. May 26 . — The 
Santo Domingan government is pro­ 
ceeding against the revolutionists as 
rapidly as possible. Government troops 
atttacked a position held by revolution­ 
ists at Santana. The engagement last­ 
ed three hours and there were consid­ 
erable losses on both sides.

With Both the “Wets” and “Drys” 


Expressing the Greatest Con­ 


fidence in the Outcome. 


Anderson, Ind., May 26.—With the 
battle of the ballots between the “drys” 
and “wets” in progress today in Madi- 
■on county, and an unusually heav y 
▼ote being polled in ev ery township, 
conjecture is div ided and ev en the 
most inv eterate “dopesters” are not 
stak ing their reputations on the predic­ 
tions they are inak ing. 
Claiming to 
hav e made a v ery careful pre-election 
poll, the “drys” confidently predict 
their own v ictory by a majority placed, 
in some enthusiastic quarters, as high 
as 2,500. 
It is certain, howev er, they 
will be content with less than that. 
Notwithstanding the statement of 
the “drj's,” there is no certainty as to 
what the result will be. 
Both sides 
express the greatest confidence they 
will win. The “drys” are mak ing the 
most noise and mak ing the loudest 
claims, but for all that a careful and 
unbiased inv estigation leads to the be­ 
lief that unless the “dry” v ote is heav y 
In the country the “wets” will win. 
It all hinges on the v ote outside the 
cities of Anderson, Alexandria and El- 
wood. 
The “wets” hav e a superb or­ 
ganization in Anderson township. No 
outbreak of ill feeling has yet de­ 
v eloped. 
Both sides are mak ing the claim that 
they will .carry Pipe Creek township, 
in which Elwood, the second largest 
city of the county is located. All but 
three of the precincts in that township 
are in the city, so really there is not 
much of a country v ote expected and 
the “wets” hope to carry the city by 
at least 300, while the “drys” mak e 
the claim that they will capture Pipe 
Creek by no,t less than 500. 
The city of Alexandria practically 
controls Monroe township, and the 
“wets” expect to carry the township 
by 250. 
The argument adv anced in 
Alexandria is that if the county goes 
“dry” it will injure business, cause 
sixteen v acant rooms and cut off con­ 
siderable rev enue. Summitv ille is the 
largest town in VanBuren township, 
and the “wets” concede that the “drys” 
will carry it by 200. The claim of the 
“drys” is that the township of Van­ 
Buren will go “dry” by not less than 
400. Pendleton is a Quak er community, 
located in Fall Creek township, and 
the “drys” feel confident that it will 
roll up a big majority against the 
saloon. 


TO CUT DOWN EXPENSES 


President Taft Demands a More Eco­ 


nomical Government. 
Washington, May 26.—Careful scru­ 
tiny of all the estimates for appropri­ 
ations for 1911 is being made in the 
v arious departments as the result ot 
President Taft’s demand for economy 
In public expenditures. 
The president will send to congress 
these estimates put at the lowest fig­ 
ure consistent with what the officials 
believ e is necessary to maintain the 
gov ernment, and the responsibility for 
their increase is to be put upon con­ 
gress. 
“The administration is to get credit 
for bringing the expenditures down to 
the minimum and not congress,” said 
a prominent official. 
“Heretofore it 
has been the practice for chairmen of 
appropriation committees to proudly 
say In reporting appropriation bills 
that the committee has reduced the 
estimates submitted by the treasury 
v ery 
materially. 
Under 
the 
new 
method the estimates are to be made 
as small as possible, and if any in­ 
crease is reported in the appropriation 
bill the responsibility will be up to 
congress.” 
One of* the smaller appropriation 
bills wras recently returned to the de­ 
partment from which it originated and 
as a consequence the estimates hav e 
been cut more than a million dollars, 
which is 15 per cent of the total 
amount ask ed for.

HEAPED UPON MADDEN 


State 
Doesn't Sp are Word s 


In 
Arraig nment. 


Chicago, May 26.—“This is a fight 
of decency against the octopus of labor 
graft; it is the fight of clean laboring 
men against the leaders that hav e be­ 
trayed them for personal profit. New 
York has wrestled with the monster, 
San Francisco is fighting with it now. 
And today Chicago is trying to clean 
its own stables.” 
This was part of the denunciation 
heaped upon 
Martin B. (“Sk inny”) 
Madden and his two lieutenants in the 
building trades councils of this city, 
in the closing hours of their trial 
here for accepting money to call off 
strik es. 
The cudgel was wielded by 
Assistant State's Attorney B. J. Short 
in the first of the closing arguments. 
The case will probably not reach the 
jury before Thursday. 
The penalty 
in case of conv iction is from one to 
fiv e years in the penitentiary, or a 
fine of $2.000, or both. 
Madden and 
his friends are confident of acquittal. 
Mr. Short went ov er the entire tes­ 
timony, declaring that the state had 
¿prov ed a conspiracy to rob Joseph 
Klick a by calling a strik e on his plant 
and forcing him to pay $1,000 to settle 
it. 
“Pouchot, Boyle and Madden—a 
new triumv irate of graft,” said Mr. 
Short. 
"Madden was the interloper. 
They needed his brains to work the 
conspiracy smoothly. 
These defend­ 
ants merit the sev erest penalty for 
their heartless crime against the busi­ 
ness interests of this city and against 
the honest laborer.” 


Shot Enemy In Church. 
Leachv ille, Ark ., May 26. — Charles 
Champ, a nineteen-year-old boy, was 
arrested here on a charge of murder­ 
ing Henry Culp in Missouri, just across 
the state line. According to informa­ 
tion, Champ shot Culp to death last 
Sunday night while the latter was on 
bis k nees in church offering prayer. 
Culp had k illed a brother of Champ, 
ft is alleged, and was declared not 
guilty at a recent trial on the plea of 
the unwritten law.

Strangely enough, the “bad day” 
recurs regularly ev ery 
twenty-third 
or twenty-eighth day, or, if not then, 
at multiples of either number or 
either number on ev ery fifty-sixth or 
sev enty-fourth day. 
Dr. Swoboda applies his theory to 
mental 
phenomena, too; 
thus, 
he 
says, a man's grief for a relativ e's 
death is deep-felt for twenty-three 
days, 
then begins to grow less. 
Nearly ev ery natural death occurs on 
one of these critical days, says Dr. 
Swoboda, when the machinery of the 
human body is in bad work ing order. 
An . eminent 
London 
specialist 
agrees in general with Dr. Swoboda's 
theory and says it is consistent with 
his own experience and observ ations. 
“What should a man do when he 
feels he is hav ing a ‘bad day?’ ” was 
ask ed of this Englishman. 
“Go into the country,” he answer­ 
ed. “If it is summer, let him lie in a 
lonely field and think of nothing but 
cows. 
But .also he should not eat 
meat.”

NEW WOODS FOR CALIFORNIA. 


Ea stern 
Ha rd Wo o ds to Be Tra ns­ 
pla nted to Pa cific Co a st. 
The Pacific coast will soon be the 
scene of an Interesting tree growing 
experiment. 
The United States forest 
service at Washington is planning to 
Introduce a number of the more im­ 
portant eastern hard woods into Cali­ 
fornia and will experiment this year 
with chestnut, hickory, basswood, red 
oak and yellow poplar or tulip trees. 
Small patches of these trees will be 
planted near the forest rangers’ cab­ 
ins on the national forests, and if 
these do well larger plantations on a 
commercial scale will soon be estab­ 
lished on winter areas. 
There are more than 125 different 
species of trees in California, a num­ 
ber of which produce some of the most 
valuable varieties of lumber in the 
United States. 
Although considerably 
over one-half of the species are hard­ 
wood or broad leaved trees, yet, with 
the exception of the exotic eucalyptus, 
there is not a single species of hard 
wood there ranking in commercial im­ 
portance 
with 
the 
leading eastern 
hard woods. 
Climatic conditions in 
many parts of California are undoubt­ 
edly favorable for the growth of a 
number of the valuable hard woods, 
and the absence of these trees is due 
mostly to unfavorable factors of seed 
distribution. 
If the experiments are successful a 
valuable asset will have been added to 
the 
forest 
resources of California, 
which should prove of special benefit 
to the local furniture and vehicle in­ 
dustries.

HIS is centenary year. 
It is the 
one hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Lincoln, Darwin, Glad­ 
stone. Tennyson, Poe, Holmes. 
Fitzgerald and many more almost as 
illustrious. 
It likewise measures the 
comp leted century following one nota­ 
ble death, that ©f Thomas Paine, who 
breathed his last in the city of New 
York on June 8 , 1S09. 
On Saturday 
afternoon. June 5. many societle's and 
individuals from New York and other 
cities will journey to the Paine monu­ 
ment at New Rochelle. N. Y., to cele­ 
brate the event 
There will also be 
services by the Brooklyn Philosop hical 
association and many other bodies both 
in the United States and In Europ e. 
The misunderstanding of Paine is 
rap idly p assing away. 
It is now rec­ 
ognized that his religions views were 
no more radical than those of modern 
Unitarians and other sects, and his un­ 
questioned services for p olitical and 
intellectual 
liberty, 
his consp icuous 
works for human rights in three lands, 
and esp ecially in the United States, the 
country of his adop tion, deserve gener­ 
ous recognition. The changed attitude 
toward him has been shown in many 
ways, notably by the accep tance of his 


army Falne started a subscrip tion Jist 
by heading it with his whole year’s 
salary. $300, and succeeded in raising 
a million and a half and starting a 
colonial bank. Yet he was a p oor man. 
At another crisis he p lanned a trip 
to France to p rocure a loan, accomp a­ 
nied Colonel Laurens, who was sent on 
the mission, and brought back the 
money. 


In the French Rev o lutio n. 
When the king fled from Paris at 
the beginning of the French revolu­ 
tion Paine with others issued a circu­ 
lar. p lacarded Taris and aroused the 
French cap ital as he had before 
aroused America. 
His "Rights of Man” had a p henom­ 
enal sale throughout England, and the 
younger Fitt said that if it had not 
; been sup p ressed it would have resulted 
in a revolution there. 
The p eaceful 
reforms that came later In England 
; were from the seeds then sown. 
With Condoreet he wrote the first 
I French constitution. 
Perhap s the most sublime act of his 
I life was in op p osing the sending of 
King Louis to the scaffold. ‘‘Kill the 
his 
he 
monarchy, but sp are the man!” was 
•cry. 
Yet he knew that by this act

statue In Indep endence hall and gen­ 
erally by the more kindly treatment of 
him throughout the world.

That city 
has not only accep ted his monument, 
p lacing it in the center of the old road 
that led up to hi s house, which it calls 
Paine avenue, but the Huguenot Asso­ 
ciation of New Rochelle has moved his 
house to its p ark near his grave and 
will convert It into a museum of his­ 
torical relics. 
Fo recasted Mo dern Refo rms. 
Thomas Paine first suggested Ameri­ 
can indep endence. 
By his writings and otherwise he 
p owerfully aided the Revolution. 
He first suggested the federal union 
of the states. 
He first p rop osed the abolition of 
negro slavery. 
He first suggested p rotection for 
dumb animals. 
He first p rop osed arbitration and in­ 
ternational p eace. 
He first suggested equal rights for 
women. 
He p ointed out the reality of human 
brotherhood. 
He first p rop osed old age p ensions. 
He first suggested international cop y­ 
right. 
He first suggested the education of 
p oor children at p ublic exp ense. 
He suggested a great rep ublic of all 
the nations of the world. 
In addition to these, several of his 
services almost as notable occur to 
my own memory: 
He wrote for liberty fn three lands 
and never took a cent for any of his 
writings. Not only so, but he claimed 
no credit, p utting out a great p art of 
his work anonymously. 
All historians agree that his “Com­ 
mon Sense” converted the colonies to 
indep endence. 
While a common soldier In the army 
he wrote sp irited numbers of ‘‘The 
Crisis” that were read at the heads of 
the regiments and have been described 
as “half battles.” 
When he was secretary of the Penn­ 
sylvania assembly and there was no 
mo ney to buy food for Washington’! 


would endanger his own life. 
As a 
matter of fact, Paine was thrown into 
p rison for eleven months and escap ed 
the guillotine only through a chalk 
mark on the wrong side of his door. 
For this arch democrat to risk his own 
life to save that of a friendless and 
dethroned king strikes me as the finest 
p iece of heroism seen in modern times. 
These are but the beginning of 
Thomas Paine’s sendees to humanity. 
Throughout most of the adult p eriod 
of his seventy-two years of life he was 
working for the advancement of man 
j in some quarter of the world. 
Perhap s the greatest service of all, 
the credit of which he unselfishly gave 
| to another, was In writing the Declara- 
! tion of Indep endence. 
After careful 
| study of the subject I have absolutely 
no doubt that Paine was the actual 
| author of this document. 
Several years ago, writing under a 
nom de p lume, I gave my reasons for 
I believing this. For the most p art they 
I were arguments that had already been 
j advanced by William Henry Burr and 
; Van Buren Denslow, and there is not 
i sp ace to give them in detail here. One 
was that a p ap er in Newark, N. J., in 
j 18 02 p ractically said that Paine wrote 
¡the Declaration. Jefferson never claim- 
led to be the author till just before his 
\ death, years after Faine was dead. 
¡The style is unquestionably that of 
; Paine, the words, manner of writing, 
views on slavery, on taxation, on deity, 
on government, on liberty, on the 
Scotch and on many other subjects be* 
j ing those of Paine rather than Jeffer­ 
son. There are several stock p hrases 
| that unquestionably show Faiiie’s ear* 
I marks. 
In addition to all these evi­ 
dences, there is one that I discovered 
myself, the use of the word "bath” in 
j the Declaration. Jefferson never used 
that word in his life. 
Paine used it 
j habitually. 
Since writing that article I have 
read a convincing argument In sup p ort 
of Paine’s authorship in a book issued 
anonymously, but which I have re­ 
cently learned was written by Joel 
Moody of Kansas. I had few doubts 
on the subject before. 
After reading 


fhat Dock T cure ncne at an. i have 
sp ace to refer to but one of Moody’s 
telling p oints. 
It consists in quoting 1 
both Paine’s and Jefferson's ideas of a j 
p rop er p rouunciamento before the Dec- j 
la ration was issued. 
In style, in ! 
thought. In arrangement and in every 
j 
p ossible way Jefferson’s statement is j 
uttealy different from the Declaration ! 
of Indep endence. On the other hand, | 
Paine six months before the Declara- i 
tion was adop ted said that such a doc- j 
ument should be given out. Not only j 
so. but he set forth the four grand di- | 
visions that should be included in the 
j 
instrument and gave these in the ex- ; 
act order afterward found in the Dec- 
J 
laration itself. 
The tradition of the authorship of | 
this charter of American liberty is as j 
follows: Paine’s ‘‘Common Sense” ap - I 
p eared about six months before the j 
adop tion of the Declaration of Inde- j 
p endence. During this time It is known j 
that he worked Incessantly for inde­ 
p endence. 
He was so ardent that he 
drafted a tentative p ap er that might j 
be used by the congress as a reason | 
for the step . Of this his friend Jcffer- \ 
son knew and used it as the basis of i 
t|» e Declaration when he came to draw j 
it up . 
Not being a member of con­ 
gress and because of Ids friendship for 
JeffeTson, Paine never claimed the au­ 
thorship . 


Ex pert Opinio ns o n Autho rship. 
That Faine assisted Jefferson in 
writing the Declaration or actually 
p enned a tentative draft for him is 
now accep ted by most students. The 
New York Herald in a recent half 
p age review of a new twelve volume 
edition of Paine’s works and life says: 
"Then [when Paine was editor of 
the Pennsylvania Magazine] he wrote 
a p ap er called ‘A Serious Thought.’ 
which was the Declaration of Inde­ 
p endence in embryo. Indeed, Paine is 
said to have assisted Jefferson in 
drawing up the first draft of the Dec­ 
laration Itself. 
It has been ep lgram- 
maticaliy said of him that even if he 
did not write it he was its author.” 
Albert Payson Terhune in the New 
Yo rk World, using as a basis un arti­ 
cle written by myself, gives a review 
of the argument that is strongly in 
favor of Paine. 
He does not abso­ 
lutely commit himself, but says: 
"Though the evidence may or may 
not be ‘conclusive,’ it is at least inter­ 
esting and has found many sup p ort­ 
ers.” 
William Cobbett, the famous Eng­ 
lish member of p arliament and re­ 
former. p uts the case thus: 
"Jefferson and some others have had 
the credit of being the authors of the 
Declaration of Indep endence of Amer­ 
ica. Either of them for aught I know 
may have written it, but Paine was its 
author.” 
Tiiaddeus Burr Wakeman, who Is 
p erhap s the most thorough student of 
Paine now living, states: 
"The claim of some that Paine made 
a first draft of a ‘declaration’ for the 
p en of Jefferson and a p lan of the 
flag for the needle of Betty Ross is not 
Imp robable, for he was certainly an 
active and insp iring man in Philadel­ 
p hia during these fateful six months.” 


Fo r a Wo rld Republic. 
Mr. Wakeman, who regards Paine’s 
ideas as still very live factors in the 
p rogress of democracy and of liberal­ 
ism throughout the world, gives the 
five great objects of Paine’s life as fol­ 
lows: (1) American indep endence; (2) 
the modern democratic rep ublic; (35 
the American federal union and "na­ 
tion;” (4) "the religion of humanity;” 
(5) the rep ublic of man and of the 
world. 
In an adequate consideration of the 
work of Thomas Paine several further 
facts should be considered: 
He was introduced to the United 
States by a letter from Benjamin 
Franklin. 
Thomas Jefferson was admittedly a 
discip le of Paine and sent a war ves­ 
sel to France to bring him back to 
America. 
Washington avowed, In effect, that 
Paine had converted him to the cause 
of Indep endence. 
Falne’s services were considered so 
valuable to the United States that he 
was voted large sums of money and 
two farms. 
Among the other forms he favored 
was the abolition of dueling. 
He was so p op ular In France that, 
although a foreigner, he was simul­ 
taneously elected by several different 
constituencies to rep resent them in the 
national convention. 
He advised with Nap oleon about the 
Invasion of England and had the in­ 
vasion been made was to have writ­ 
ten a new constitution for England. 
He was born a Quaker and was in 
reality a most religious man. 
The 
“Age of Reason,” which raised the 
theological "storm against him, was 
WTitten to combat Ftench atheism and 
at a time when Paine momentarily ex­ 
p ected death from -the guillotine. 
Thomas Paine has been frequently 
called the greatest p olitical w riter that 
ever lived. 
Some of his sentences 
have p assed into the common sp eech 
of the world—for examp le, “These are 
the times that try men’s souls,” and 
“The world Is my country, to do good 
my religion.” 
It is known that Abraham Lincoln 
was an admirer of Paine and read 
him with aridity in his early years. 
Lincoln’s ideas of democracy and lib­ 
erty are very like those of Paine. 
Their views of religion were not dis­ 
similar, as would be universally ac­ 
knowledged if the p op ular misconcep ­ 
tions of Paine’s real notions were 
swep t aside. 
It sometimes requires a century or 
more for the world to come to a just 
estimate of its benefactors, but at last 
the scale is balanced, as it now is be­ 
ing balanced for Thomas Paine, the 
true author of the Declaration of In­ 
dep endence and the ap ostle of liberty 
in throe lands. 


M E R E D IT H ’S L O V E O F AM ERICA 


“They Always Liked Me Better There,” 
Said Em inent English Novelist. 
George Meredith, the eminent Eng- ] 
lish novelist, who died the other day 
in England, p assed the later years ol 
his life iu his very quiet home, Flint 
cottage, Roxhill, Surrey. 
A visitor 1 
who found him there a few days p re­ 
vious to his eightieth birthday, in Feb­ 
ruary, 1908 , described him as a big, 
full bearded giant of a mau with a 
sp lendid head and a heavy crop of 
marvelous white thick hair. The nov­ 
elist. his visitor being an Ameok’an, re­ 
gretted that he had never visited 
America. 
“They have always liked me better 
in America,” said he. “They don’t care 
about me in England. Peop le seem to 
feel it right to congratulate men who 
live to be eighty, though they really 
should not. 
What it means when k a 
man lives to be so old is either that he 
is greedily tenacious of life or else that 
he is so Insignificant that the fates 
have p assed him by. 
It is a misfor­ 
tune to live to be eighty. 
A man’s 
life ought to finish when he is five and 
sixty. He must stop working then or 
else do work that is inferior. Peop le 
will p raise It then and write articles 
about it, but p osterity will know bet­ 
ter and see its weakness. 
You can’t 
fool p osterity. 
When a man stop s 
working nature is finished with him. 
and when nature is finished with him 
he ought to go.” 
The novelist said that he feared it 
was now too late to visit America. “I 
have had many invitations,” he said, 
“and 1 do not sup p ose there has ever 
besn a nation so hosp itable as Amer­ 
ica. They say that one good introduc­ 
tion will carry you right across the 
continent. So 1 sup p ose I should have 
been asked to a great many dinners, 
and the moss of refection would have 
served to carry out the idea I advocate 
and remove me before I was sixty- 
five.” 
In the last year of his life Meredith 
used to rise daily at 7:30. 
At 11 he 
went for a drive iu a cart to which was 
attached a led donkey and about which 
gamboled his favorite p et, an Irish 
terrier. The rest of the day he p assed 
In reading and seeing his friends. He 
was for many years an enormous read­ 
er of newsp ap ers and books. He was 
able to disp ense with glasses, although 
he occasionally used them. 
Of American writers he p articularly 
liked Edith Wharton and Gertrude 
Atherton. 
Of Henry James he said: 
“I like to read one of his novels a year. 
James writes about America revisited, 
but what it really comes to is a tour 
of Henry James’ inside. He tells you 
how he felt when he beheld this or 
that and how such things imp ressed 
him, and at rare intervals he may take 
you to a little window and show you 
a bit of landscap e that might be Amer­ 
ica and might be anything—a tour of 
his own inside; that’s what It really 
comes to.”
